Nichol is the 
victim of a typical

in the 
north.ern Wisconsin forests. He was 
struck by a tree which had been cut 
down by a fellow servant. Under the 
conditions which prevailed prior to the 
passage of the workmen's compensa- 
tion actj Nichol could not have re- 
ceived any damages whatever. If he 
md brought suit against his employer 
the case would have been .thrown out 
of court on the ground that the acci- 
dent was approximately due to the 
negligence of a fellow-servant. 
The case of Nichol la the first one 
under the new section of the compen- 
sation act adopted by the 1913 legis- 
lature, which provides increased in- 
demnity for workmen who fall victim 
to something worse than death. The 
legislature, decided that a totally and 
permanently incapacitated workman 
was in a much worse fix than a dead 
workman or the. able-bodied wife, and 
child of a dead workman; .on this 
theory It. adopted an amendment re- 
quiring, that, a totally permanently in- 
capacitated man should receive six 
times bis annual wage; payable in 
weekly, installments. 
This 
is -ap- 
proximately one-third more than is 
paid in case- of death.

Objection was made originally to 
the 
payment of compensation to 
Nichol by tlie Standard Accident In- 
surance Company, of Detroit, which 
carries the Insurance for the Luding- 
ton Company. The insurance adjust- 
ers put up the claim that 'Nichol, prior 
to the accident, 
had suffered from 
hardened arteries and kidney trouble 
and that the paralytic condition re- 
sulting from the accident was partially 
superinduced by these pre-existing ali- 
ments. The Industrial Commission, 
however, In Its Interpretation of the 
workmen's compensation law, decided 
that the accident was the proximate 
cause of Nichol's pitiful condition and 
awarded him six times his annual 
wage, amounting to $3,300.

•Dont's'" to housekeepers which reads 
more than anything else like a procla- 
mation warning good citizens against 
a band of highwaymen and pick- 
pockets. 
"In other words, when you go into 


a store to make a purchase keep your 
eyes open, and don't for a moment 
take them off the man or woman who 
is waiting on you. Pay no"attention 
to any chatter. A remark about the 
weather, innocent though it 
seems, 


may only be part of a carefully 
planned scheme to distract your at- 
tention so that you may be the more 
easily swindled. Preserve a grim si- 
lence and compel the shop-keeper to 
do the same, if necessary, at the point 
of a gun. 
"It is hard to believe we have come 
to such a pass. There must be honest 
shop-keepers in this city, men who are 
satisfied with a fair profit and will not 
stoop to the low-down* swindling 
tricks practised by some of the 
butchers 
and grocers. It is time 
these men got together and exposed 
the cheats who bring such discredit 
on their trade. If they will let the 
public know where it can be sure of 
fair dealing they will find doubtless 
a -ready response in increased busi- 
ness and a corresponding increase in 
profits 
They should not permit the 


whole retail meat and grocery trade 
of New York to be set down as a 
despicable trust of thieves and awind-

The present war crisis In. Europe is 
affecting dye stuffs as well as many 
other Imported articles. A letter re- 
ceived by Carl F. Brockhaus, dye deal- 
er in this city, explains the sudden 
decline in the supply of dyes, which 
commodity Is imported into America 
from Elberfield, Germany, the princi- 
pal dye manufacturing center of the 
world. 
The letter written by an American 
wholesale buyer requests Mr. Brock- 
haus to send all of his old dyestuffs 
to them, *o be made over into new 
grades aga:u. This is the flrat call 
for old dyes> in many years, ;by _-the 
American dye merchants, 
handling 
the foreign product. It is presumed 
that the importation of the 
foreign 
dyes is to a certain extent less than 
usual, which causes the 
sudden de- 
mand for qld dyestuffs, which in all 
probability will be made over in thin 
country.

the supply of this commodity would 
mean a loss as well as would any 
other article.

It was the pleasure of the writer re- 
cently to attend a meeting of the Fort 
Atkinson Guernsey Breeders' Associa- 
tion held at Lake Koshkonong. The 
members brought their families and 
friends and after a picnic dinner there 
was an interesting program. The Srst 
topic was how to Increase Interest In 
the association. 
Several 
members 
spoke to this topic and the following 
points were. developed: 
1st — Love for the Guernsey breed 
will develop love for the association. 
2nd — Love for Jefferson county will 
promote interest in the association for 
the association is of benefit to the 
county. 
As Fort Atkinson comes to be 
known as a Guernsey center, buyers 
will come there to purchase the sur- 
plus stock of the breeders enabling 
them to sell 
at better advantage. 
Judiciou advertising will bring rnis 
about 
as 
it has 
already dona in 
Waukesha cuonty. 
The Waukesia 
County Breeders' Association runs ad- 
vertising matter in some of the lead- 
ing dairy and breeders' periodicals, 
the expense of the advertising being 
borne by breeders whose names ap- 
pear in the advertisement.. 
One member brought out the fact 
that farmers as a rule do not realize 
the value of advertising, and as an 
example sited 
a (jase 
which came 
under his observation. 
He saw on 
trie streets of Fort Atkinson this sum- 
mer first class timothy hay sold for 
$6.00 per ton. He advertised his and 
sold it — for $12.00 per ton, though It 
was no better than that which sold 
for $5.00. 
•Th" principal speaker of the day 
was Scribner of Hosendale. His topic 
was "The Management of the Dairy 
Herd.'' 
Mr. Scribner stated that he 
was a Jersey man. but was always 
interested in Guernseys as well as 
Jerseys. 
Mr. Scribner discussed his topic un- 
der three heads. 
1.— Feednig. 
2.— 
Comfort. 
3. — Breeding. Under the 
first he said: "A man who is a good 
feeder may succeed with even medi- 
ocre cows. A man 
who is a poor 
feeder will fail with the best of cows, 
so closely is feeding associated with 
success or failure. The man who has 
not provided some sort of succulent 
feed, either soiling crop or silage to 
supplement the pastures during the=ie 
weeks of drought is failing as a feed- 
er 
Feed that 
contains 
the proper 
constituents should be provided, but 
in addition to that it shuold be palat- 
able. Cows like human beings, uaye 
their 
preferences. They 
also like 
variety, for that reason 
variety in 


feed should be sought. 
Cows to do their best for their 
owners should bo made comfortable. 
In winter the barns should be not 
onlv warm, but light and- sunny and 
wall 
ventilated. In 
summer they 
should be kept free frmo flies and 
as cool as possible. . 
The stalls should be comfortable 
and .adjusted to the needs of .the in- 
dividual cows. 
Anything that makes 
a -cow* «ore= comfortable -makes, her 
more-profitable and one who lolves his 
cows will find out what is needed to 
ensure their comfort. " 
" 
A considerate owner will not re- 
gard his cows as so many machines 
but. 
rather as 
so many individuals 
with different 
dispositions 
and will 
treat them with kindness, never -1- 
lowlnc thorn to be beaten or frighten- 
ed 
A farmer who observers his cows 
closely will know what each produces 
and by judicious breeding will -im- 
prove his herd. 
A breeders' association Is a help 
hereby bringing pure bred sires with 
sood records into the neighborhood 
for the use of the farmers. 
Some- 
times two or three farmers join to- 
"ether in purchasing such a sire. By 
weeding 
out the 
unprofitable cows 
and breeding 
from those who are 
good producers, one may build urj a 
herd in a few years tnat;>will bring 
good returns to the owner. 
The program closed 
with 
a cow 
judKins contest conducted as follows: 
Three cows nearly equal in quality 
from the herd of A. R. Hoard were 
selected 
and 
brought out and the 
men invited to judge on them, select- 
ing the best cow and giving their 
reasons for their selection. Three 
prizes were offered by business men 
of Fort Atkinson, the first being a 
sack of flour. The contest was open 
to all who cared to enter and consid- 
erable interest was 
manifested by 
both men and women presea., as tne 
contestants stepped out and selected 
the cows and pave their reasons wny 
they considered one cow superior to 


The winner of the first prize gave 
as the reason for his selection, no, 
only tie evidences of preat produc 
tion and capacity, but the evidences 
of a strong constitution, the width of 
jaw, 
the large bright eye and the 


denth of chest. 
Such meetings as these do muph to 
stimulate interest in high class dairy 
ine and to impart information about 
breeds, but more than that, they are 
of especial value to a community be 
cause 
of the 
co-operation 
secured 
among the farmers and the advan 
tages to the farmers of a community 
engaged in breeding a certain kind of 
stock: A breeder of Guernseys has 
better opportunities for breeding and 
stands a belter chance of disposing 
of his surplus .stock .if he. is, in a. com 
munity engaged in the same business

RECEIVES A LETTER 


FROM W. S. JEFFRIS 


Janesvllle Banket and Family Were 
at Athena, Greece, on 


July 29th. 
William Bladon received a letter 
IB morning from W. S. Jeffris, who 
las been traveling In Europe with 
his family. The letter was dated at 
Athena, Greece, July 29th 
and has 
jeen nearly a month on the way. Al- 
•hough the Jeffrta party was aware 
hat the war had begun, from 
the 
tone of Mr. Jeffria' letter It Is evident 
hat they were not fully cognizant of 
he dangerous situation in which they 
might be placed. -.A few excerpts are 
given below: 


"Through some misunderstanding 
on tbe part of the American Express 
:ompany we have been forced to put 
n eight days in Athens, which is 
.wice as long aa Is necessary tor we 
;o nowhere else in\ Greece because ot 
the heat 
"We leave Athens at 6:00 p. m. Sat- 
urday; Aug. 1, and reach Conitanti- 
lople Monday evening, Aug. 3, about 
>:00 p. m. Ot course we can't read 
.ha Greek newspapers except to get 
snatches of the news. Everybody is 
greatly excited about the war and we 
lardly know what to expect for our- 
selves as we have our tickets from 
Constantinople 
through Servia and 
Austria and the news this morning is 
to the effect that the Servians and 
Austrians have had a battle in which 
the Austrians were defeated. 
Greek 
sympathies are with the Servians and 
the people of Athens look for a gen- 
eral war of all Europe if the thing is 
not settled by conference soon. 
I 
Jon't pretend to know anything about 
It. Some say that we shall have no 
trouble in getting through, and oth- 
ers that all train service through Ser- 
via may be suspended." 
Mr. Jeffris Intended to remain in 
Constantinople but two or three days 
and to arrive In London about August 
25th. There is little doubt in the 
minds of friends here but that he has 
failed in this and that the party is 
still stranded in Constantinople or in 
Athens.

WHAT TO DO WITH GRAPES. 


Grape Juice cannot be too highly 


recommended as » wholesome, nutri- 


tious and attrac- 
tive drink. It may 
be served as an in- 
valid's drink and 
prove a moat val- 
uable one, or as a 
refreshing d r i n k 
for a hot day for 
anybody. 


Wash, drain and stem the grapes. 


Put them in a deep kettle, mash well 
with a wooden potato masher and heat 
slowly, adding a very little -water. 
Cook until the grapes look much light- 
er in color, then drain in a jelly bag, 
made of three thicknesses of cheese 
cloth. Wring the clothes out of hot 
water, put into it the hot pulp two 
quart* at a time, and hang up to 
drain. 
When no more of the Juice 


drops, squeeze the pulp as dry as pos- 
sible, keeping the cloudy portion sep- 
arate. To a quart of the Juice add a 
cupful of sugar or less, cook for 
twenty minutes, then bottle and seal 
the corks with wax.
